He could move po- 
tatoes when all the other dealers in

ly to send to the incinerator. 

As a result he made more enemies 
than friends, and when last year his 
company dropped many thousands in 
potatoes there was a genuine note of 
satisfaction among some of the older 
brokers and commission men, who did 
not like to see a comparative new- 
comer in the business become too for- 
w

MURDERER ARRAIGNED. 


Brent Gives a Different Account of 
Shooting Than Has Been Previously | 
Related te Police. 

W. L. Brent, realty broker, was ar- 
raigned yesterday afternoon before 
| Police Judge Williams on the charge of 
murder. His preliminary examination 
was set for February 1. No bail was 
granted, and the prisoner was locked 
up in the City Jail. . 

Brent on the night of January 25, 
shot and killed Rudolph Schreiner. THe 
shooting occurred a short distance 
from Brent's home, No. 1095 West Jef- 
ferson street. The cause of the shoot- 
ing has not been learned. Brent's ex- 
planation is considerably different from 
the victim's dying statement. 

According to the police, the three 
men had a serious dispute, and en- 
tered into a fight.

FROM ALIENS TO PATRIOTS. 


Terse Comments Upon the Christian En- 
deavor Topic for Jan. ., “A Missionary 
Journey Around the World.” 1. Mis- 
gions in North America (North and 
j East.) Jonah 31-10. 


BY WILLIAM T. 


Of late years the churches have made 
a vigorous effort to grapple with what 
they call the city problem. Church ex- 
tension and city mission committees, of 
varying efficiency are common in all 
denominations. Preaching places, 
which ordinarily develop into full 
fledged churches, follow the growth of 
population. Rescue missions are main- 
tained in the congested sections. The 
foreign population is given special at- 
tention. Nevertheless, city mission 
work may still be said to be in an ex- 
perimental stage. Nobody thinks that 
the remedies equal the needs. There 
is a vital something till lacking, s0 
that the life of the average city may 
be said to be less religious than the 
life of the same number of persons in 
the country.
